SUBJECT: Assurances on Cuba 


Attached are seven different forms in which assurances 
related to the security of Cuba might be cast. 


Alternatives A and B are based on relevant provisions 
in the Charter of the Organization of American States. 


Alternative C is based on Article 2, paragraph 4 of 
the Charter of the United Nations. 


Alternative D is premised on some parallel undertakings 
by Cuba against the export of revolution by subversion, and 
it is designed to cover the problem of Cuban refugees. 


Alternative E is based on the President's Press Confer- 
ence Statement of September 13, 1962. 


Alternatives F and G are based on the exchanges of 
letters between the President and Khrushchev on October 27 
and 28th, 1962. 
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Tue Heat sphere commmity of the American Republics is 
bellsed on edhorenee ἃ to GME Principles cet forth in Artiels 
5 of the Charter of che Organization of American States. These 
principles include the condemnatios of aggression; good faith

ALTERNATIVE D October 27, 1962 

As a member of the Organization of American States, the United States 
is guided in its policies by the Principles set forth in the Charter of the 
Organization adopted at Bogota in April 1948. The United States attaches 
particular importance to the following declaration contained in Articie 5 
of that Charter: "International order consists essentially of respect for 
the personality, sovereignty, and independence of States, and the faithful 
fulfillment of obligations derived from treaties and other sources of 
international law." 

The United States Government takes cognizance of the statement of the 
Government of Cuba of , setting forth undertakings by Cuba 
to fulfill faithfully its international obligations and in particular to 
refrain from any actions in relation to other American Republics which 
would contravene obligations set forth in Articles 7, 12, and 15 of the 
Charter of the Organization of American States. It is understood that dis- 
charge by the government of an American Republic of its obligations under 
that Charter includes appropriate measures with respect to actions by 
persons within its jurisdiction, in accordance with the requirements of 
international law. 

Taking note of the aforementioned statement of , and 
in conformity with the declaration contained in Article 5 of the Charter of 
the Organization of American States, the United States Government affirms 
that its policy is to accord a scrupulous respect for the sovereignty, ter- 
ritorial integrity, and political independence of all the American 


Republics, including Cuba, expecting in return a like respect and faithful 


fulfillment of ebligations.

would be prepared to give similar assurances.

The Government of the United States recalls the undertaking pro- 
posed by President Kennedy in his letter of October 27, 1962 to Premier 
Khrushchev that the United States would give assurances against an inva- 
sion of Cuba, upon the establishment of adequate arrangements through 
the United Nations to ensure the carrying out and continuation of commit- 
ments to remove from Cuba all weapons systems capable of offensive use 
and to halt the further introduction of such weapons systems into Cuba. 
The President in his letter expressed confidence that other nations of 
the Western Hemisphere would be prepared to do likewise. On October 28, 
1962, the President repiied to a letter from Premier Khrushchev of the 
same date and stated that he considered his letter of October 27 and 
Premier Khrushchev's reply of October 28 “as firm undertakings on part 
of both governments which should be promptly carried out." The Government 


of the United States renews and affirms its adherence to these undertakings. 
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
